announced. 
Tho total tonnage of the 
lost merchantmen w'as 8000. 
Eighty-ei^ht Scand’anavians, two of 
whom 
aro 
women, and ten British 
were rescued by four British destroy- 
ser detached from a cruiser squadron 
Avhlcli Avas hastened 
to 
tho 
scene. 
Other survivors reached 
Norway 
in 
boats. 
Tht* merchant vessels were being 
convoyed by the destroyers Partridge 
and Pelew’. 
The Partridge was sunk 
and the Pelew was damaged. 
Sir Eric said the circumstances of 
the attack, so far as avaUablp, we^'e * 
that tho Partridge sighted four ene­ 
my destroyers shortly 
beforo 
noon. 
With the Pelew, 
it 
engaged them, 
while the convoy scattered. 
The Partridge 
was 
hit 
heavily. •. 
Shortly afterward, an explosion occur­ 
red on board and she sank. 
The Pe­ 
lew was pierced 
at 
the 
waterline. 
Her engines were disabled, but even* 
tually she was brought to port. 
The 
enemy then attacked the convoy, sink­ 
ing tho merchantmen and the other 
vessels. 
Tho entire crew of the trawler Lord 
Alveston was saved In one of its own 
boats. 
The casualties on tho Pelew 
were one officer and three men killed, 
and two wounded seriously, 
Info^'matlon concerning the crew of 
tho Partridge. Sir Eric said, wa^ In­ 
complete. 
A report from Kiel to‘d of 
the arrival there of three ofll^'ors and 
twenty-one men from tho Partridge 
and one officer and twenty-five men 
from the trawlers.

Food for the Family. 


Before-the good greens are frost bit- 


ten and spoiled one should can a few 
|ars with carrots, celery and an onion 
jr two to use for the children in the 
winter. 
Two or three carrots cut up 


tvith a stalk or two of celery and onion 
ivith the bulk of the jar filled with 
spinach, or Swiss chard will take its 
place. This combination is highly rec- 
ommended by dieticians, for little peo- 
ple, beginning as soon as vegetables 
may be given. Two or three table- 
spoonfuls of this mixture put through 
a puree sieve may be added to my 
meat broth or a cream soup. Children 
may early learn to enjoy all vegetables 
by adding them to soups and various 
dishes. As the mineral matter con- 
tained in vegetables is so valuable to 
prowing children a variety of vege- 
tables should be served and always In 
some attractive and tasty form to in- 
duce the liking for them. Potato wa- 
ter contains valuable mineral matter, 
which water may be added to bread 
when setting the sponge, buckwheat 
griddle cakes instead of water and 
gravies of all kinds in place of water 
or milk. 


Canned Vegetables for Soup. 


Scald, peel and mash one peck of 


ripe tomatoes. Cook a dozen ears of 
corn, cut from the cob and scrap* off 
nil the tender bits of the kernel. Put 
a bunch of -celery, one-half peck, of 
onions, two medium heads of cabbage, 
one dozen small carrots and three 
bunches of well-washed celery throxigh 
the meat chopper. Pack in jars and 
cook under water, following the direc- 
tions for cold pack canning. In the 
winter add the amount of cooked vege- 
tables needed to any kind of broth. Po- 
tatoes and turnips may be added when 
used. 
Tomatoes and corn may be 


omitted and any liked combination 
used. If corn is used, however, the 
cooking must Continue three hours. 


Peanut Butter Soup. 


A delicious and nourishing soup may 


oe made from peanut butter and skim 
milk. Heat a pint of milk until warm, 
ndd two tablespoonfuls of peanut but- 
ter, mixed to a paste with a little of 
the milk. Salt and season to taste a«d 
thicken with a teaspoonful each of but- 
ter and flour cooked together until 
smooth. When scalding hot, serve.

Jttle finely chopped green pepper and 
wok in any sweet fat, corn oil or olive 
Ml. Season with salt and pepper and 
lerve with crisp bacon. 


Great Ararat Not Known by 


This Name to the-Armenians. 


Great Ararat, which looms up about 


17,000 feet into the Armenian sky and 
looks down on the lands of Russia, 
Turkey and Persia, although so truly 
the rallying point, as it were, for the 
Armenian people, is quite unknown to 
the native Armenian by this name. The 
people who actually dwell within sight 


:• of its great snow-capped dome, who 


look out toward it over the plain from 
Erivan, some thirty miles away to the 
north, or from the frontier mountain 
slopes away to the south, call it by a 
variety of names. 
If they are Ar- 


menians they call it "Mass!*;" if 
Turks, "Aghri Dagh," and if Persians, 
"Koh-i-Nuh," or the "Mountain of 
Noah." 


There are really, of course, two 


mountains, or, rather, there is one vast 
mass out of which rise two peaks, 
"their bases confluent at a height of 
8,800 feet their summits about seven 
miles apart." 
Little Ararat, upon 


whose slopes it is that the territories 
of the three kingdoms actually meet, 
ie some 4,000 feet lewer than its big 
brother; but, nevertheless, with its 12,- 
840 feet, it is ".none so little." 


How Gas Smothers Plants. 


From an investigation of the poison- 


*[ ing of park vegetation near gas works, 
it appears that the green coloring mat- 
ter in plants is affected and gradual- 
ly disappears. With the soil charged 
with gas, asphyxiation, through lack 
of oxygen in the roots, checks assimila- 
tion and the formation of new sub- 
stance In the plant cells. The first 
change to be noticed is a drying of 
the edges of leaves and other green 
parts, and the lessening of transpir- 
ation thus caused gives an accumula- 
tion of water that tends to rot and 
kill the stalk at the base. 


Animals That Never Eat. 


Have you ever realized what a num- 


ber of scientific appliances have been 
n»imed after animals? And can you 
furnish an explanation? 


A mechanic puts his work upon a 


horse, or buck, and he punches or 
bends it by a convenient bear. Hoist- 
ing is done by a crab, a convenient cat 
is part of the outfit of a shop crane, 
and a kit of tools is ever at hand.

Simple Tests of Value in 


Telling Whether Goods Is 


"Ail Wool and Yard Wide." 


The laws of the country at present 


offer no protection to the purchaser of ' 
textile materials. If the price of "all I 
wool, a yard wide" goods is paid and 
later it is found that the material is 
half cotton, there is nothing left for 
the purchaser to do but to enter it as 
"loss" in her proflt and loss account. 
To be sure there are any number of 
stores where the dealers are truthful 
about the textile materials handled, 
but nevertheless a knowledge of a 
few simple tests may not come amiss, 
writes Beryl Diron of the Colorado 
Agricultural college. 


Sometimes sleazy, thin cotton mate* 


rial Is made to look quite firm and at- 
tractive by the use of sizing or dress- 
ing. By rubbing a corner between the 
thumb and finger, the sizing is removed 
and the real quality of the material is 
apparent. In very thin materials the 
sizing may be detected by holding the 
cloth to the light. 
The starch will 


show between the threads. 


An examination of the raveled warp 


and woof threads will often appear 
fuzzy. Linen fibers are long, and con- 
sequently broken ends of linen threads 
are more pointed than those of cotton. 
(*otton material feels warmer than 
linen. 


Some woolen materials are "made 


over" that is, old woolen rags and 
short, broken fibers, and the clippings 
from broadcloth are used in its manu- 
facture. Sometimes this can be detect- 
ed by unraveling the end. The short 
fibers are loosened and fall out.

Making the most of everything In 


the poultry business is a sure way to 
success. 


Odd or surplus cockerels should be 


made over into capons to help increase 
the meat supply. 


Capons grow to substantial weights 


and their meat Is of a high quality. 


Cockerels from two to six months 


old are of the caponizing age, but the 
younger they are the better the work 
can be done. 


From one and a half to two and a 


half pounds is generally accepted as 
the best weight of cockerels for capon- 
izing. 


The art of caponizing is not so diffi- 


cult a task as it looks to be, and skill- 
ful operators are made in a short 
while. 


Experience and practice soon make 


the" work easy to those jso inclined to 
learn the art. 


A knowledge of the essential fea- 


tures of the operation and a good set 
of tools soon put the operator in the 
front ranks of the profession. 


Birds Intended for caponizing should 


not be fed for 36 hours prior to the 
operation. 


Refraining ^from feeding the birds 


before, always helps the operator as 
well as the birds afterwards. 


The operation* should be preferred 


in the daytime, and the brighter the 
light the more easily are the orgaus 
distinguished.

Simple Tests of Value in 
Telling Whether Goods Is 
“All Wool and Yard Wide.” 


The laws of the country at present 
offer no protection to the purchaser of 
textile materials. 
If the price of “all 
wool, a yard wide” goods is paid and 
later It Is found chat the material Is 
half cotton, there is nothing left for 
the purchaser to do but to enter it as 
“loss” in her . profit and loss account. 
To be sure there are any number of 
stores W’here the dealers are truthful 
about the textile materials handled, 
but nevertheless a knowledge of a 
few simple teats may not come amiss, 
writes Beryl Dixon of the Colorado 
Agricultural college. 
Sometimes sleazy, thin cotton mate* 
i‘ial Is made to look quite firm and at­ 
tractive by the use of sizing or dress­ 
ing. By rubbing a corner between the 
thumb and finger, the sizing is removed 
and the real quality of the material is 
apparent. 
In very thin materials the 
sizing may be detected by holding the 
cloth to the light. 
Tho starch will 
show between the threads. 
An examination of the raveled warp 
and woof threado will often appear 
fuzzy. Linen fibers are long, nnd con­ 
sequently broken ends of linen threads 
are more pointed than those of cotton, 
(•otton material feels warmer than 
linen. 
Some woolen materials are “made 
over” that Is, old woolen rags and 
shorf, broken fibers, and the clippings 
from broadcloth are used In its manu­ 
facture. Sometimes this can be detect­ 
ed by unraveling the end. 
The short 
fibers are loosened and fall out..

Making the most of everything In 
tho poultry business Is a sure way to 
success. 
Odd or surplus cockerels should be 
made over into capons to help increase 
the meat supply. 
Capons grow to substantial w^elghts 
and their meat is of a high quality. 
Cockerels from two to six months 
old are of the caponizlng age, but the 
younger they are the better the work 
can be done. 
From one and a half to two and a 
half pounds is generally accepted as 
the best weight of cockerels for capon- 
Izing. 
The art of caponlzing Is not so dlfiil- 
cult a task as it looks to be, and skill­ 
ful operators are made in a shoft 
while. 
Experience and practice soon make

Berne, Switzerland.—Notice of the 


reduction In the bread ration for 
Switzerland from 250 to 225 grammes 
dally, beginning December 1, has been 
accompanied by an urgent plea from 
the government to the people to econo- 
mize on two pounds a month from the 
card allowance. This saving would 
amount to 270 carloads of flour each 
month, or enough to stretch the avail- 
able supply of flour In Switzerland 
from February to March. 


The Swiss are urged, above all, not 


to follow the example set in the first 
month of the card regime when on the 
last day all the left-over tickets were 
utilized to hoard flour. 


The present allowance of 250 grams

Blevins confessed to the robbery of 


.he Johnson City post office at Malta, 
Mont., and before the Montana state 
authorities suspected that he was con- 
aected with the Anaconda robbery he 
tvas brought to Tennessee for trial for 
;he Johnson jClty robbery of the $10,- 
XX) in postage stamps and several hun-- 
ared dollars in money. 


He was tried on that charge at the 


session of the United States district 
court in September, at Greeneville, 
Tenn., when he repudiated his alleged 
confession, claiming it was forced 
from him by the sheriff In Montana, 
and, the federal government being un- 
able to rebut his claim at that time, 
he was acquitted by the jury, there 
being no other evidence of his robbing 
the Johnson City post office except his 
reputed confession. 


Sheriff J. R. Crnbb and Deputy Sher- 


iff Percy Ingalls of Montana took Blev- 
ins back to Montana with a 20-pound

TTopkinsvllle, Ky.—Bravery of Mvi?. 
Annie Mullen, wife of Jailer A. B. 
Mullen, a fow nights ago prevented a 
daring attempt by most of the prison- 
ei*s to escape from Jail and probably 
saved the life of her husband. 
Mr. Mullen was set upon while in 
the jail alone by three desperate ne­ 
gro prisoners. 
He is delicate. 
Ho 
was taken by surprise and was un­ 
armed and easily overpowered. 
]Mrs. ^iullcn heard his cries for help 
and, without waiting even to pick up

a revolver or other \veapon, she ran 
to his assistance. 
She arrived in 
time to seize -one of the negroes as he 
was walking through the door lead­ 
ing from the cell room into a hall­ 
way, from w*hich his escape to the 
outside would have been easy. 
Without w^aiting to consider the pos­ 
sible results, Mrs. Mullen seized the 
fellow, a strapping six-footer, by the 
collar, twisted him around, gave him a 
push and a kick that sent iilm head­ 
long across a narrow’ corridor to his 
knees and safely inside the steel cage 
where tlie prisoners are kept. 
The other tw’o negroes, who had 
dragged Mr. Mullen well inside the 
cage, loosened their grip and slunk 
into their cells. No opposition was of­ 
fered a t all as the steel doors were 
locked. 
There were 12 negroes in the cage 
at the time, but only the three took 
part in the attack upon the jailer. Of 
the three negroes engaged in the at­ 
tack upon the jailer two are charged 
with murder and the other with felon­ 
ious assault.

aected with the Anaconda robbery he 
was brought to Tennessee for trial for 
:he Johnson City robbery of the $10,- 
)00 In postage stamps and several hun-- 
dred dollars in money. 
He was tried on thar charge at the 
session of the United States district 
court in September, at Greeneville, 
Tenn., when he repudiated his alleged 
confession, claiming it >vas forced 
from him by the sheriff in Montana, 
and, the federal government being un- 
cible to rebut his claim at that lime, 
lie was acquitted by the jury, there 
being no other evidence of his robbing 
the Johnson City post olhce except his 
reputed confession. 
Sheriff J. Ji. Crabb and Deputy Sher­ 
iff Percy Ingalls of Montana took Blev- 
jns back to Montana with a 20-pound 
hoot on his fojtj which has a combina­ 
tion lock w'hich takes about three min­ 
utes to open, and strong *iv^;-^cuffs.

With U. S. Marines In Haiti. 
Tor The It e m . 
With the expeditionary forcc of U» S. 
Marines landed in Haiti for the protection 
of American interests in that war-torn lit­ 
tle isle, is Charles W, Pelry, of this place. 
Charles, who is a son of Chares F. Pe- 
try, of Now Oxford, is a fighting unit of 
that highly eilicient military arm of the 
government service—the United States 
Marine Corps. Marines wear a distinc­ 
tively military uniform and they perform 
a soldier’s duties while roving the seas 
aboard ship. They are always first land­ 
ed when trouble threatens, and they boar 
the brunt of the initial fighting. Usually 
these ‘'soldiers of the sea” are able to cope 
with any situation that may arise abroad 
without having to call in the army to as­ 
sist. 
Young Petry enlisted in the United 
States Marine Corpse at its Baltimore, 
Md., recruiting station on November 9, 
1915, and already has had many and vr- 
ricd experiences as a member of that gal­ 
lant organization “the oldest branch of the 
service.ff 


Jitney automobiles, except\in rare in­ 
stances where operated by legally consti­ 
tuted common carriers, are swept out of 
Pennsylvania until they hold certificates 
of public convenience, under a decision 
made by the public service commission on 
Saturday. Future of the jitney is decid­ 
edly uncertain. The decision was written 
by Commissioner Monaghan, of Philadel­ 
phia.

The dis­ 
tance to the ranch is about 3000 miles 
and Mr. Gardner has traveled over 60,000 
miles by rail during the past ten years, 
using all the long distance routes to the 
far west. He was accompanied on this 
trip by his wife and son. 
John H. Hilker, aged 75 years, died 
March 17, at his home near Hanover, after 
suiTering two years from the results of a 
broken hip, and recently he developed 
pneumonia, which in part caused his death.

Im­ 
portation from Europe, ihe main source 
of supply in recent years, has been entire­ 
ly cut oiT by the war. An appeal is being 
made through advertisements in the news­ 
papers to bring out hoarded papers and 
ragg and tide over the mills.

When the men from across the sea first 
arrived they were all hailed by the 
cabmen as millionaires and the tips 
they received were in keeping with the 
reputation thus bestowed upon them. 
But trust the Paris cocher to kill the 
goose that lays a golden egg. 


He practiced his old game of taking 


the most indirect route to reach his 
destination and never had any change 
when tendered payment. At night if 
no policeman was in sight he always 
balked at taking an American uniform 
without first extorting a promise to 
pay a fixed price for the course 
which was at least twice his legal fare 


The Americans stood this imposition 


for a time but finally got tired of being 
continually bled. Now they give no 
more than the French as a tip and as 
they become better acquainted with 
the city check the wily caoman when 
he attempts to take them by round- 
about routes. They have solved the 
night holdup by climbing Into the cab 
despite the protestations of the cab- 
men. 
If it is not later than the hour 


fixed for him to quit work he must 
take them at the regular fare where 
they wish to go or drive to a police 
station and Justify his refusal.

war last? 


The best answer to this question 


heard along the Flanders battle front 
by Prof. George Herbert Clarke, who 
aas returned to the chair of English 
at the University of Tennessee, was 
by a South African, who remarked re- 
flectively: "Well, sir, I can't rightly 
say; but It looks to me as though this 
'ere war 'as settled down now Into a 
sort of Instlchooshun." 


Professor Clarke ventured to ask 


the question all along the firing line, 
"How 
long Is a piece of string?" re- 


torted an English statesman. 


"A certain major did me the honor 


to Invite my own conjecture," Profes- 
sor Clarke says, "and, still better, 
agreed with It; but I found, for the 
most part, the expected wide diver- 
sity of opinion." 


Another Interesting question arose 


on 
board 
ship ' during Professor 


Clarke's return from Europe: 
Is a 


ship safer than the trenches? Cer- 
tain Canadian officers on the boat ar- 
gued the negative of the question, but 
the university professor was stanch 
for tte affirmative. 


Less Danger In Trenches. 


Canadian officers said that there 


was less danger In trenches because 
shells seldom struck the trenches, and 
the shot usually went over the heads 
of the men. But Professor Clarke was 
of the opinion that there is less risk 
in a ship on the ocean, even though 
the kaiser's sea sharks, submarines, 
menace vessels, and should a boat be 
torpedoed, It would probably not be 
long until passengers were bound for 
Davy Jones' locker, even if they were 
in lifeboats or life savers. 


The desolated town of Ypres was 


visited by Professor Clarke while In 
the war zone. "The American Imagi- 
nation has been deeply touched by the 
tragedy of Belgium," he says, "and, 
with the exception of Its brutal protag- 
onists, all the world shares that pity. 


"Ypres Is its symbol. Tho town's 


body is denuded, dead. It has been 
through two great hells and many les- 
ser ones, but Its soul lives en, intact. 
The town mayor impressed me as pre- 
cisely the type of man to govern Ypres 
today. He is its military mayor, a 
sort of father-and-mother to Ypres, 
a brave, broad-shouldered Cornlshman, 
who has risen from the ranks, and 
who administers the affairs of his 
ruined borough with a pride and zeal 
that are not short of beautiful. He is 
not wholly obsessed by military val- 
ues; he does not wish the visitor to 
miss the rare places of Ypres that are 
still, In their grim settling, more or 
less visible. 


"The other day he helped a Bel- 


gian to discover his little hoard of 
francs that had been burled in the 
town during the first bombardment. 
He shows firm judgment and Instant 
sympathy as eacn is needed. If Ypres 
Is Belgium, he—English as he Is—Is 
Ypres: brave, steady, enduring and 
confident. Looking up whimsically at 
a shell that seemed to me to burst 
uncomfortably near (but then, they 
all sounded like that), he remarked: 
'Ah, high explosive; I thought as 
much. Perhaps you had better be 
going now.' And we went with a sense 
of abiding regard for this sturdy sol- 
dier, while a deafening crash close by 
announced that the British guns had 
something urgent to say to the enemy, 
something that could not wait." 


A Dantean Desolation. 


The word Somme similarly has ex- 


panded Into a novel and grotesque 
symbol, Professor Clarks says. "For 
the Somme Is a Dantean desolation, 
extending mile beyond mile—a deso- 
lation of splintered tree trunks, 
stripped, woebegone boughs, churned 
up subsoils that look like plague spots 
upon the corpse of earth. I thought 
of Coleridge's 'rotting sea.' The ad* 
Jective Is pale and Ineffective here. I 
thought of Browning's 'Chllde Bo- 
tend.'" 


But there la another ride to the 


Somme picture: brisk movement at 
the appropriate spots Is not wanting, 
as there is a distant train hauling Its 
freight; German prisoners working the 
roads; Tommy at his endless fatigue 
Jobs; guns volleying overhead; the 
army service corps, "carrying on" with 
Its never-ceasing string of lumbering 
lorries; and, perhaps most completely 
diverting of all, the momentary ap- 
pearance of a Kentucky mole on the 
sky-line, tossing his heels In an aban- 
doned ecstacy. 


Protestor Clarke was connected with 


the Intelligence department of the 
British war office In the war cone.

“A certain major did me the honor 
to Invite my own conjecture,” Profes­ 
sor Clarke says, “and, still better, 
agreed with it; but I found, for the 
most part, the expected wide diver­ 
sity of opinion,” 
Another Interesting question arose

Professor 
Clarke’s return from Europe: 
Is a 
ship safer than the trenches? 
Cer­ 
tain Canadian officers on the boat ar­ 
gued the negative of the question, but 
the university professor was stanch 
ior tire affirmative. 
Less Danger In Trenches. 
Canadian ofilcers said that there 
ivas less danger in trenches because 
i?hells seldom struck the trenches, and 
the shot usually went over the heads 
of the men. But Professor Clarke was 
of the opinion that there is less risk 
in a ship on the ocean, even though 
the kaiser’s sea sharks, submarines, 
menace vessels, and should n boat be 
torpedoed. It would probably not be 
long until passengers were bound for 
Davy Jones’ locker, even if they were 
in lifeboats or life savers. 
The desolated town of Ypres was 
visited by Professor Clarke while in 
the war zone. “The American imagi­ 
nation has been deeply touched by the 
tragedy of Belgium,” he says, “and, 
with the exception of its brutal protag­ 
onists, all the world shares that pity. 
“Ypres is its symbol, 
Tho town’s 
body is denuded, dead. 
It has been 
through two great hells and many les­ 
ser ones, but its soul lives on, intact. 
The town mayor impressed me as pre­ 
cisely the type of man to govern Ypres 
today. 
He is its military mayor, a 
sort of father-and-mother to Ypres, 
a brave, broad-shouldered Cornlshman, 
who has risen from the ranks, and 
who administers the affairs of his 
ruined borough with a pride and zeal 
that are not short of beautiful. He is 
not wholly obsessed by military val­ 
ues; he does not wish the visitor to 
miss the rare places of Ypres that are 
still, in their grim settling, more or 
less visible, 
“The other day he helped a Bel­ 
gian to discover his little hoard of 
francs that had been buried in the 
town during the first bombardment. 
He shows firm Judgment and Instant 
sympathy as each is needed. If Ypres 
is Belgium, he—English as he is—is 
Ypres: brave, steady, enduring and 
confident.

London.—New information of a high- 


ly interesting 
character 
concerning 


[German food supplies has been obtain- 
ed. Submarine crews are now the best 
fed of any of the fighting men in the 
.whole German service. This has been 
ordered to attract men to it. 


At the same time it is Germany's 


intention to do most of its submarine 
recruiting among the men of its mer- 
chant marine Service because of the 
high mortality in the undersea work 
and the necessity of saving the regular 
naval officers and men for the high 
seas fleet. 


Food Camouflage. 


In order to send 5 per cent of Ger- 


many's foodstuffs to Denmark and 
Sweden, this amount, it is stated, is 
being withdrawn from persons in occu- 
pied territories. It is considered vital- 
ly necessary as propaganda that Ger- 
many should be able to make a pre- 
tense of sending food outside. 


To help counterbalance this expor- 


tation, it is known that in recent 
months Germany has been sending a 
considerable number of conscripts into 
neutral countries to fatten up, prelim- 
inary to active service. 


The shortage in food in many big 


.manufacturing centers has led to the 
(return home of many highly skilled 
;Dutch and Scandinavian workmen, de- 
•spite high wages offered. 
Others pe- 


riodically go home to put in a few 
weeks on better rations, 
returning 


again to obtain the higher wages. 


i The latest food statistics from Ger- 
many, which cover a period from Au- 
gust to the present time, indicate that 
'new flour was placed in market in 
iBerlin during August, whereas a year 
'ago it wasn't done until November. 
•This was imperative because of the 
shortness of the potato crop in some 
sections. Seven pounds weekly is the 
flour ration now, as compared with 
ten and a half pounds last year.

milk, two tsihlespoonfuls of butter ;md 
a teaspoonful of salt. 
Cut the pork 


in bits and cook in a f r \ m g pan until 
brown and all the fat i- tried out. 
add the onion and cook it u n t i l yel- 
low. 
Pour boiling water o\er the po- 


tatoes and cook five minutes, then 
drain. 
Pour a cupful and a half of 


boiling water on the onion and pork 
and simmer 20 minutes, strain this 
water over the potatoes and cook until 
they are nearly done, then add the 
corn, milk and butter \ \ i l h seasoning. 
Serve very hot with crackers t h a i have 


.been soaked in boiling water, then add- 


ed to the chowder. 
Codfish may bo 


used in place of the corn, or in fact 
nny fresh cooked fish. 


Graham Cracker Cake.—-Take one 


and a fourth cupfuls of sugar, one 
and a half cupfuls of sour milk, two 
tnblcspoonfuls of butter, two egg<. a 
teaspoonful of salt nnd the same of 
soda, with 32 graham crackers n>l'ed 
very fine. Mix and bake in two lay- 
ers. 
Use lemon filling.

A separate schedule will be sent to 
a representative number of specially se­ 
lected homes throughout the country and 
upon returns from these an estimate will 
be made for all homes.
